* qnlist with the 10th Mounted Rifles. 


After seeing months of fighting 
he was wounded in the hand and 
recovering from this he was only 
a short time back at the front when 
with a number of comrades they 
found a non-exploded shell in the 
trenches and as one of them was 
examining it in his hands it ex- 
ploded, It blew the soldier's head 
off and killed several others, while 
Capt. Taylor had both of his legs 
blown off. He, however, is a very 
strong men and has now recovered 
as will be seen by reading the let- 
ter to his old friend Mr. D. L, Bre- 
reton, which follows: 

Dear Brereton,— 

Thanks go much for your letter. 
I like to hear news of the west and 
the old chaps. I get my new legs 
the end of this week and start walk- 
ing or trying tothen, I hope to 
do some riding. Don’t mind if I 
break my neck as long as I don’t 
break my logs g3,they cost too much 
to be replaced’ Then.I hope to get 
some fairly active job here, or if 
they will only let me go back to 
td France, which I doubt, I would 
prefer it. 

>The end of this awful business 
does not seem in sight yet. A 
premature peace is unthinkable. 
We have got to break them in the 
field if it should take twenty years. 
Otherwise all sacrifice is for naught. 

Remember me kindly to the wife 
and kids and all the old chaps I 
know. Write again.

Ot Canada 


Their History and Service in the 
World War 


_The Cameron Highlanders of Win- 

nipeg are directly descended from the 
“Queen's Own" Cameron Highlan- 
der of the Imperial Army, who in 
turn are descended from the Camer- 
on Clan, an ancient sect long settied 
in the Highlands of Scotland, At an 
carly period in Scottish history the 
Camerons were a family of consider- 
able importance; they were famed 
for their valor and fidelity to their 
chief, and sifPported the Stuart cause 
until its final defeat. In 1793 Colonel 
Allan Cameron of Erracht, who had 
fought in the wars of the American 
revolution, raised the 79th :regiment 
of Cameron Highlanders, His offi- 
cers and inen were for the most part 
drawn from the Lochaber district of 
Invernessshire, many of them being 
Camerons. From the day of their 
mobilization the Camcron*Highlan- 
ders have ranked as one of the fore- 
most regiinents in the British Army, 
They have borne a glorious part in 
most campaigns of the British Army, 
and in every campaign that they serv- 
ed in have been in the forefront of 
the battle, They bear upon their 
colors the following honors;— 

Egmont-op-Zee, Aboukir, Mandora, 
Alexandria, Busaco, Corunna, Sala- 
manca, Feuntes d’Onor, Niville, Nive, 
Pyrenees, Toulouse, Quatre Bras, 
Waterloo, Alma, Balaclava, Sebasto- 
pol, Lucknow, Tel-el-Kebir, Giniss, 
Atbara,  Khartowm, Johannesburg, 
Diamond Hill, Wittebergen; their 
deeds in the present war have been 
in keeping with their long and splen- 
did record. It therefore may truly 
be claimed that the Camerons are the 
bearers of as glorious traditions as 
any regiment of the British Army, 

n 1910 the long delayed project of 
raising a Highland regiment in Wu.- 
nipeg was carried into effect, ~ and 
through the courtesy of the “Queen's 
Own” Cameron Highlanders of Scot- 
land the new regiment was allowed to 
style itself the 79th Cameron High- 
landers of Canada, The chief credit 
for its organization was due to the 
late Lieut.-Colonel R, M. Thomson, 
whose fine military career has just 
been brought to an untimely end by 


a valiant death on the Somme battle-| 


field. Thanks to his energy and the 
co-operation of his associates, he 
soon organized a splendid militia 
regiment, and when war broke’ out 
the Cameron Highlanders of Canada 
were able to take their stand by the 
Cameron Highlanders of Scotland. 
Towards the first Canadian contin- 
gent, cach militia regiment was oid- 
ered to provide detachments, and the 
79th’s quota was fixed at a double 
Soepahy of 10 officers and 250 mea, 
under the command of Captain John 
Geddes, They were united at Val- 
cartier with detachments from High- 
land regiments located at Hamilton, 
Ontario, Victoria “and Vancouver, 
B.C., to form the 16th (Canadian 
Scottish) Battalion, which went to 
the front with the first Canadian di- 
vision in February, 1915, and is now 
a veteran unit with well won honors 
to its credit. The Cameron company 
in the 16th bore ity full share in the 
actions at Langemarck, St. Julien and 
Festubert, and three officers and 
many men lie buried in the plains of 
Flanders? Lieut. Hastings gained the 
Military Cross, and Regimental 
Sergt.-Major J. Kay and _ Sergt. A. 
Denholin the Distinguished Conduct 
Medals for valor. Two months later 
the 79th contributed another double 
company of seven officers and 250 
N.C.O.'s and men under Major D 5. 
MacKay to the 27th (City of Winni- 
peg) Battalion, which is now in 
France with the Second Division, In 
December, 1914, the Militia Depart- 
ment, authorized the Camerons to 
raise a full Battalion to be numbered 
the 43rd, They accepted this task 
with great cnthustaatts and within 
two weeks of its authorization the 
43rd was a feily organized unit un- 
der the command of Lieut.-Colonel 
R. M, Thomson, the first O.C, of the 
79th who emerged from his retire- 
ment to offer his services; they cross- 
ed to England in May, 1915, The 
43rd, on arriving, supplied drafts at 
once to the 16th, which became vir- 
tually a Cameron, regiment, and ihey 
themselves were brought to strengt! 
by four different drafts from Winni- 
peg in 1915, Proceeding to France 
in February, 1916, since that date 
both they and the l6th have been in 
very heavy fighting. The casualties 
suffered by these two Battalions and 
the Camerons in the 27th now num- 
ber 300 killed and 1,200 wounded, In 
February, 1916, the syste of send- 
ing drafts was abandoned and preper: 
ations were made to raise the 179th 
Battalion, It has now crossed to Eu- 
rope under the command of Licat.- 
Colonel J, Y. Reid, On its departure 
from Winnipeg, orders were issued 
for the raising of the 174th Battalion, 
which had been allocated to the Cam- 
erons, and in this task they are uow 
engaged, Lieut.-Colonel H, F, Osler 
is in command of the batjalion, and 
the foundations of a unit ‘which will 
be the equal of its Cameron prede- 
cessors have been laid, The Camer- 
ons have ulready sent nearly 4,000 
men to the front, and it is their ambi- 
tion to raise their contribution to 
5,000 before another year clapses, 
They have the best quarters in Win- 
nipeg at Minto Barracks, a most ef- 
ficient organization and a close asso- 
ciation with the noblest traditions of 
the British Army, What other regi- 
ment can offer such attractions?

Close Together 
Settiement Plans 


| There Are Arguments Both Ways, 
and Safeguards Are Needed 


The discussion of the idea of close- 
{together settlement recommended by 
| Commissioner W. J. Black, Baron 
Shaughnessy, and others is being con- 
|tinued with good effect. It is of the 
|highest importance that the wisdom 
jand feasibility of the proposition 
should be demonstrated before em- 
| barking on any wholesale operation. 
|The motive as intended in these 
columns may not be fully understood. 


It has nothing to do with assisting 
‘speculators to dispose of useless 
jlands, The points concerned are 


|these; Closer settlement reduces the 
| demand for extensive railway con- 
| Struction, with which the country is 
,already overburdened to an enormous 
jextent. It makes for better roads, 
|inasmuch as government grants 
| need not be shot out so far into. the 
wilderness, but be bunched nearer 
jmarket towns. It provides returned 
| soldiers, unfamiliar with farming, with 
|neighbors who can pilot them over 
the first difficult year or two. It 
| Places the soldier and other settlers 
| (if the benefit were extended beyond 
| soldiers) reasonably near elevators, 
| markets and stores, This list of reas- 
ons is probably not exliaustive, and a 
further one has been offered by the 
igreat Trades and Labor Congress at 
| Toronto. It is that such closer set- 
jtlement will mean that the amenities 
,Of life, the social and neighborly ad- 
vantages will be within reach, 

| Anyone familiar with the country 
| districts is struck by a number of ob- 
jJectionable features, One is the un- 
| cultivated condition of quantities of 
| acreage within a few miles of market 
jtowns. The other is the sight of ex- 
jiled settlers thirty and forty miles 
|from civilization, and many miles 
even from neighbors. Homesteaders 
who prove up, but are disgusted with 
the loneliness, and with the impossi- 
bility of farming profitably, leave the 
\district, and perhaps the country, as 
/soon as patent is granted, The pro- 
vincial government then stigmatizes 
them as “specilators,” and proceeds 
jto tax them out of existence. Thus 
as pointed out, two wrongs dre done, 
| First, by the Dominion government 
in inviting them to locate where there 
will be no railways for imany years 
jand then by the provincial govern- 
,ment in penalizing them for having 
jaccepted the Dominion government's 
invitation. ° 

There may be much in the argue 
tment that this question should be ta- 
jken up by the provincial govern- 
fments, But it would be better to 
‘have the Dominion government take 
it up than have it neglected alto- 

ether, Some-~ advise ‘settlement 
| boards jointly appointed by both gov- 
lernments, and this seems a sensible 
Proposition, 

A> potent criticism is that by ex- 
Propriating the spéculator’s land he is 
jgiven the money to speculate else- 
where. Legislation should be enacted 
to imeet this, All land — purchased 
after a set date should be held under 
‘the condition, that if. not cultivated 
within one year of purchase the wild 
land tax should apply. It should “be 
held under the hanes condition that 
in case of expropriation, the price to 
be paid should not in any event ex- 
ceed the original purchase price paid 
on or after the set date, € expro- 

briating price might, however, be 

ess, If intending speculators were 
made aware that in buying lands for 
an increase of price, in other words 
for speculation, they raff the risk of 
having them expropriated for less 
than they paid for them, and under no 
circumstances whatever could they 
‘possibly under expropriation get 
jmore than they paid, it would effec- 
eually, curb speculation, — Saskatoon 
Star.

Misapprehensions 
’ Regarding Church Union 


Union Not a Change in the Organiza- 
tion of the Local Church 


There is an unfortunate and some- 
what widespread misapprehension re- 
garding the effect on local congres 
gations of the proposed Union be 
tween Congregationalists, Methodists 
and Presbyterians, | 

The following paragraphs, taken in 
large part from the Basis of Union, 
should remove all doubts: 

The Section on Polity in the Basis 
of Union begins with the statement 
that in the view of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Union, “it is possible to 
provide for substantial local freedom 
and at the same time secure the bene- 
ts of a strong connexional tie and 
Co-operative efficiency.” “Co-opera- 
tive efficiency and/local freedom” was 
the watchword of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Union in outlining the organ- 
ization of the United Church, 
First: For charges formed subse- 
quent to Union there will ‘be 

1. “The Session,” consisting of the 
minister and a group of elders elect- 
ed by those in full Church member- 
ship. The rights and duties of the 
Session in any Presbyterian Church 
at the present time, 

2. “The Committee of Stewards,” 
corresponding exactly to the . Board 
of Managers in Presbyterian congre- 
gations. 

3. “The Official Board,” correspon- 
ding to the Quarterly Board in Meth- 
odist congregations, and consisting 
of “the Session and Committee of 
Stewards, with representatives in full 
Church membership of such other de- 
partments of Church work as may be 
agreed on by the General Council” 
(the body corresponding to the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly, or the 
Methodist General Conference), 

The duties of the “Official Board” 
are: 

“(1) To secure contributions for 
missionary and other general objects 
of the Church, 

“(2) To select representatives, in 
full Church membership, of the pas- 
toral charge to the Presbytery. 

“(3) To submit to the pastoral 
charge or local Church for its con- 
sideration reports on life work, in- 
cluding a full statement of receipts 
and expenditures, and of indebted- 
ness and of estiniates for the ensuing 
year, 

"“(4) To transmit from the pastoral 
charge, through the Presbytery, to 
the Settlement Committee represen- 
tations concerning the pastoral rela- 
tion.” 

Second: This threefold organization 
of the local congregation was consid- 
ered by the Joint Committee on Un- 
ion to be more effective than. that ex- 
isting in any of the uniting Churches 
at the present time, and will be the 
form of organization for charges to 
be constituted subsequent to the 
Union, but it is expressly declared 
that charges existing previous to 
Union “shall be entitled to continue 
the organization and practices enjoy- 
ed by them at the time of the Union, 
subject in general affairs to the legis- 
lation, principles and_ discipline of 
the United Church, Their represen- 
tatives in the next higher governing 
body or Court shall be chosen as at 
present.” Charges existing at the 
time of the Union may, however, if 
they so desire, adopt at any time the 
plan of organization prescribed for 
pastoral charges to be formed subse- 
uent to the Union. There is thus 
absolute local freedom to change or 
not to change. , 
So corel. does the Basis of 
Union safeguard local freedom that a 
paragraph is added which states that 
“churches, charges, circuits or con- 
gregations received subsequent to 
the Union into the United Church, 
with the approval of Presbytertes, 
shall be entitled if they so desire, to 
the privileges of the preceding Sec- 
tion.” Roe 

Surely, in the Unt of these quota- 
tions, it is utter’ aside from the 
facts to speak or think of this Union 
as involving the coercion of congre- 

ations. Congregations of the Pres- 
6 terian Church can go into the 
nion without any change, even the 
most trifling, in organization or prac- 
tice, but will have the advantage of 
serving in a wider fellowship of con- 
gregations and of uniting t eir gitts 
and efforts in the more effective and 
comprehensive inissionary policy o 
a United Church in which denomina- 
tional rivalry has given way to com- 
mon effort.

Value of Savings 


All Bank Branches to Be Used By 
Great Government Scheme 


In carr ing out the campaign of 
National Savings for War Purposes 
which he has in view, the Canadian 
Minister of Finance will utilize the 
3,000 or more branches of the char- 
tered banks and the Post Office sav- 
ings branches throughout the Do- 
minion, 

The Minister's idea is to provide 
facilities whereby individual savings 
from one dollar up may be accumu- 
lated in a special war savings ac- 
count until a certain sum is reached, 
when the privileges will be given the 
depositor of purchasing a War Sav- 
ing certificate of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, which will be most attrac- 
tive as a short-date investment se- 
curity and whose terms will be such 
as to-encourage the holder to retain 
it until maturity. 

To work out thé details of the pro- 
posal and. arrange for the effectual 
co-operation of the banks, the Min- 
ister has asked a committee of the 
Bankers’ Association to confer with 
the Deputy Minister of France, who 
has had the plans of the Minister 
under consideration for some time 
past. 

The carrying out of the campaign 
will involve extensive advertising by 
both the Dominion Government and 
the banks, and in this connection the 
Minister favors a steady, persistent, 
rational propaganda, and not one of 
the sensational or whirlwind var- 
iety. 

Upon his return from England he 
will speak throughout the country 
upon the subject and arrange any 
further organization that may be ne- 
cessary to make the scheme a suc- 
cess. 

Apart from the advantage of the 
plan_in assisting the war finance of 
the Dominion Gcvernment, and inci- 
dentally the Imperial Government, in 
meeting its obligations on orders 
placed in Canada, the national bene- 
fit to be derived from increased say- 
ings is regarded as apparent to all. 


Canada’s Egg Trade 


Last Year Canada Exported Over 
Seven Million Dozen 


Only four years ago we were huge 
importers of eggs. Our home re- 
quirements were then far greater than 
our production. In 1913 we imported 
over thirtcen million dozen, Since 
that time production has so increased 
that last year we exported a surplus 
of over seven million dozen, This con- 
dition, however, is likely to cease 
when the war concludes. The nearby 
countries will resume their flow of 
eggs to Great Britain and, in order to 
get a foothold on that market, we 
shall then have to meet the competi- 
tion of such countries as Denmark, 
Holland and Ireland, We shall not 
do this successfully unless there is a 
big improvement made in the quality 
of the stock we produce and export. 
We could not follow a better course 
than was followed by Denmark, Swe- 
den and Ireland, These countries 
have formed egg circles, or market- 
ing associations, © Co-operation will 
do for us as much as it has done for 
Denmark, We already have good evi- 
dence on this point, Some five or six 
years ago Prince Edward Island eggs 
had about the worst reputation of any 
eggs going upon the Montreal mar- 
ket. A co-operative association was 
formed, which now handles about 
sixty per cent. of the output of that 
Province. Last year a quarter of a 
million dollars’ worth of eggs were 
sold through this association, It is 
the practice of this association to 
rade carefully, honestly and accord- 
ing toa ‘definite standing. As a con- 
sequence it has won for the Island a 
reputation for its products such as is 
not enjoyed by any other province in 
the Dominion.—J. H, Hare, in Agri- 
cultural Gazette,

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English Farm Labor 
And the War 


320,000 Have Left the Land for the 
Colors 


, The Journal of Agriculture (Eng.) 
in a discussion on the English ayri- 
cultural labor problem Says it is esti- 
mated that 320,000 men have left 
the land in the United Kingdom since 
the beginning of the war, and to this 
figure will have to be added the num- 
ber leaving between now and the end 
of the war; the number who will not 
go back to the land is estimated at 
twenty-five per cent. of the enlist- 
micnts, or at least 80,000. 

From examination of the means to 
be adopted to mect this serious short- 
age, the committee which has inquir- 
ed into the matter are forced to the 
conclusion that unless the agricultu- 
ral production a ponerenen are to 
be further reduced, a considerable 
number of ex-service men who were 
not employed in farm work on the 
outbreak of the war will have to be 
brought into English agriculture, 

Referring to the possibility of the 
cx-service man settling in the Domin- 
ions, or in forcign countries, the com- 
mittee think a great deal might be 
done, not only to bring home to him 
the comparative advantages of life in 
a more settled country, but to im- 
Prove the conditions that have hithcr- 
to prevailed,

it is suggested that small allotments 
of land be made near towns so that 
artisans engaged in industrial

Hegel i in those towns may provide 
at least a portion of their food sup- 


ply in their spare time, It is further 
| suggested, with a view to giving an

It is evidently the inténtion of 
|those behind what is Proposed to 
j keep at home the prospective farm 
laborers it was hoped might be at- 
tracted to this country, It also ap- 
pears probable, in addition to this, 
Canadian farmers may find, after the 
war, that the United Kingdom will no 
longer offer a free market for their 
produce, 


Sheep Farming 


Splendid Opportunity Offered to the

sure of a comfortable income, while 
jthe rancher with his widely-scattered 
jflocks and his hired shepherds may 
{be easily on a financial par with the 
railway president. 

To soldiers returning to peaceful 
pursuits in this country, in my opin- 
jion, no single line should prove more 
jattractive than sheep-farming. Even 
|though previously entirely itinocent 
of any knowledge in this connectior 
{one really interested can casily an 
quickly get into the business, The 
initial investment is small, the Gaily 
labor is light, and the sum of wor' 
for the year much less than with most 
other lines of livestock, Besides, the 
work is of such a character that great 
physical strength or robust health is 
inot essential to success, though these

| Social Welfare Land Scheme 


Will Place Families on 40-Acre 
Farms Under Best Conditions 


With a view to establishing an ideql 
icommunity settlement along the 
;Greater Winnipeg water district line, 
|the provincial government has co- 
Operated with the G. W. W. D. Com- 
‘mission and acquired from the Do- 
minion government three and one- 
jhalf townships in the Birch River 
jdistrict, 72 miles east of Winnipeg. 
Chis land will be immediately place’ 
at the disposal of intending settlers 
and will be allotted to them as 40- 
acre farms. Homestead conditions 
will apply, but only married men will 
be given the opportunity of taking up 
one of these small farms. Ve ry great 
encouragements will be extended to 
the men locating on these farms by 
the provincial government. All pre- 
liminary improvements will be made, 
a schoolhouse erected, while the city 
of Winnipeg will purchase the wood 
taken from the land in clearing it. 
S. Woodsworth, director of Social 
Research Bureau for the three prairic 
Provinces, will apply in practice his 
theories of improving social condi- 
tions, 

The scheme is in the nature of an 
‘experiment of one of the popular 
solutions advanced to meet the prob- 
lem of handling returned soldiers, 
and if successful the scheme will be 
carried out on a broader scale with 
the returned soldicrs as the settlers. 
| The district which will be colonized 
‘is very fertile, and the settlers will be 
‘encouraged to go in for small fruit 
farming, poultry and hog raising, E.

Training Schools 
For Farm Women 


In several countics of England a 
system of short courses for the train- 
ing of women in farm work hae been 
adopted, The course takea two weeks, 
and the training consists of whatever 
work may be going on at the time, 
Such as weeding corn, hocing roots, 
milking, dairying gencrally, hay-mak- 
ing, etc. Students for dairying in- 
struction are required to be at the 
dairy farm at 6 am., but the sched- 
ule for the general runs like this; 
Rising, 6 a.m.; breakfast, 7 a.m.; as- 
semble for work, 7.45; start work, 8; 
dinner, 12 to 1; cease work, 5 p.m; 
meat tea, 5.45; bed time, 9; lights out, 
9.30. Each student is required to pay 
five shillings per week toward the 
cost of board, lodging and instruction 
and is paid threepence per hour for 
work accomplished. It is stated that 
the wages gencrally more than cover 
the board and lodging fée,

E Irish Division Has Done Fine 
| 


War Service 

Major Win. Redmond, brother of 
John Redmond, has sent to the Lon- 
jdon papers an inspiring letter on the 
work of the 16th Irish division in 
France, where it has been since De- 
cember, 1915, The division was em- 
ployed during the past summer at the 
section of the front where the fight- 
ing was hottest, and played a splen- 
did part in the Somme battle. Red- 
jmond, inconcluding with an appeal to 
fellow Irishmen to keep up the 
Strength of the regiment, says: 

“The behavior of the battalion has 
been exemplary and both officers 
and men have shown on all occa- 
sions the utmost gallantry and de- 
votion to duty. The number of mil- 
itary honors won by the division is 
;over 100 and includes two Russian 
;honors, On one occasion the division 
found itself side by side, heading a 
line with the Ulster division, and 
when the men met from time to time 
the best of good feeling and comrade- 
ship was shown as between brother 
Irishmen, 

“Such, in brief, is the record of 
the first two years of the existence 
of the 16th Irish division composed, 
as it is, like other divisions, of men 
the overwhelming majority of whom 
had absolutely no experience of sol- 


diering when they joined from all 
parts of Ireland, 

“It remains to be said _ that the 
16th division needs reinforcements, 


and at once, It would be a_ thou- 
sand pities, indeed, it will be like a 
betrayal ‘of the heroic dead, if the 
‘division which has brought so much 
honor to the Irish name ceased to be

unless rcinforcements come from 
Ireland.”

Interesting Experiment Being Carried 
on in England of Value 
to Canada 


Canadians arc looking forward 
with considerable. hope to the ar- 
fangements, made and making, to e+ 
tablish ex-soldiers as farmers, 

First In order of importance, of 
course, must be the Dominion gov- 
ernment’s plan. This, as the prime 
minister assured Sir Rider Haggard 
the other day, “will be satisfactory 
to all those who have at heart the 
great purpose.” For its details we 
must wait till parliament meets, 

Then there is the scheme embod- 
ied in the British Columbia “Soldiers’ 
Homestead Act.” This includes a free 
grant of land, and a loan of money 
or improvements to cach soldier set- 
tler, with exemption from all except 
school taxes, and five years’ exemp- 
tion from seizure for debt. 

There is also the scheme of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway—a develop- 
ment of the ready-tnade farm system, 
the company devoted millions of dol- 
lars to this enterprise, 

Most of the schemes Proposed are 
for able-bodied men; and for general 
farm work an able body is as neces- 
sary as an able mind, But some forms 
of work on the land can be hopefully 
undertaken even by men more or less 
disabled, 

The government, through its mili- 
tary hospitals commission, is already 
giving the men at some of the con- 
valescent institutions instruction in 
gardening and poultry-raising; and a 
good deal of progress may be expect- 
ed along these lines, 

Canadians are therefore keenly in- 
terested in watching the similar ex- 
periments now being carried on in 
the Old Country, 

In England, the first experiment in 
the programme of training disabled 
soldiers for work on the land started 
eight months ago at the Cheshire 
County Council’s Agricultural Col- 
lege, and the result so far is regarded 
as most promising, 

Some of the men have either lived 
in the cowntry or wotked on the land 
but all alike have shown consider- | 
able aptitude, They have been dis- 
abled in various ways, Two, for in- 
Stance, have lost an arm, and one a 
hand; but all three have shown them- 
selves perfectly competent. to do 
good work. In every case the coun- 
try life and work in the open air have 
been of benefit to them, 

The main endeavor has been to 
make the men good all-round farm- 
ers, Some of them will be able to 
manage small farms of their own; 
others have obtained or are obtaining 
sufficient practical knowledge to as- 
sist in gardening, dairy work, or poul- 
try-raising. All spend much more 
time in actual work than in attending 
classroom lectures, but they are 
learning a little botany and chemis- 
try, and enough veterinary surgery 
for simple purposes. Some of the 
men have already been placed in 
good situations. 

One of the most urgent require- 
ments of our own country is that our 
returning soldiers shall be encourag- 
ed and assisted in every practicable 
way to scize the opportunities offer- 
ed them for such training, and this 
will be available not only at the Con- 
valescent Hospitals, where a begin- 
ning can be made, but afterwards at 
the agricultural schools and colleges 
which have offered to instruct men 
disabled from returning to their pre-} 
vious occupation, | 

The government makes special 
money allowances for the mainten- 
ance of the men and their families 
while this instruction is being taken,

Artillery Officer Vividly Describes 
Horrors of the War 


Writing from the front, a Canadian 
artillery officer says: 

“The severity of the fighting 
around here, which continues from 
day to day, is almost past all imag- 
ination, Every new stretch of ground 
over which we advance is a wilder- 
ness, there is not one inch of ground 
not torn up, there is not one brick on| 
another in any village. Whatever | 
trenches the Huns might have occu- 
pied have entirely disappeared in the 
gencral scheme of destruction, When 


jthe infantry advance thcy improvise 


a cover for themselves by joining up 
the shell holes which are as numerous 
as the holes in wire netting. Bodies 
of dead soldiers, British and German, 
lie on the surface, if it can be called 
a surface, We came across old Ger- 
man gun positions at various points. 
Here we find ample traces of — the 
deadly work of our artillery in car- 
casses, horses, wreckage, guns and 
quantities of unused German shells, 
We sometimes find deep dugouts 
which in some mysterious fashion 
have escaped the deluge of shells. If 
one takes a journey down one of 
these, it is to find that where our 
artillery has failed our infantry 
bombers have succeeded. It is no un- 
common thing to find dozens of Ger- 
mans bombed to death before they 
had time to emerge to meet the on- 
coming infantry. These dugouts, 
however, become fewer and fewer 
the more we advance, for the Huns 
have no time or no heart ‘o build 
them before they are compelled to re- 
treat again. Don’t imagine all the 
dead in these parts are Germans, I 
wish to heaven they were, It is good 
to know this, though we are moving 
in the right direction, The further 
we go the less formidable are the for- 
tifications we have to overcome.”

$185 at three years, $220 at four 
years, $242 at five years and $250 at 
six years. After this time there’s a

Germany Still Cannot Give Up 


the Idea That Its Vast Military 


System Must Somehow Prove Invincible,‘ No Matter , 


What Forces It 


John L, Garvin, editor of the Lon- 
on Observer, writes: The battle of 
the Titans has been joined, The final 
drama is opened and it will hold the 
world spellbound through act on act 
before the denouement comes near. 

As I transmit this at one of the 
most exciting moments of the whole 
war, known events are big and 

{range cnotigh to satisfy any appe- 
ite for sensation, if such a thing re- 
mains anywhere in this solemn time. 
But in addition to the facts the air 
is wild with report. Once again we 
are told reality in the Balkans will 
beggar the invention of playwrights 
and novelists, who seck their themes 
in imaginary kings, courts and politi- 
cal_conspiracics, 

The fact above all others is that 
Germany has awakened to realities at 
last. Rumania’s blow shattered a 
fool's paradise. It is the fight for life 
on the part of two empires, and chief- 
ly on the part of this formidable peo- 
ple which has, no doubt, made every 
‘error into which pride and vanity 
cold lead a nation, but still cannot | 
give up the desperate idea that its 
vast military system must somehow 
prove invincible, no matter what 
forces it has challenged. 

We Allics, who have believed in 
taking a cool measure of the enemy, 
are under no deception, If we were, 
we should be unworthy to win. We 
would rather magnify our task than 
under-estimate it. 

Germany's fight for life must_nec- 
essarily be a large business. More 
than 18 months ago, when seeking to 
arouse my own country to the size 
of her undertaking, I ventured to say, 
and to repeat often afterward, that 
Germany was no more deceived about 

iirc issue of the war than was Bri- 
tain about the cost, and that there 
would be a fight to stagger human- 
ity before Germany went down, 

Since the spring of last year that 
estimate has proved to be an accur- 
ate forecast. Britain knows the cost 
now — knows it better and faces it 
more grimly than the outer world 
even yet supposes, Germany does not 
et admit the issue. She cannot af- 

* ford to admit it. She is absolutely 
bound to deny that she is going to 
be beaten ‘until she is beaten. But 
by her efforts and those of her op- 
ponents humanity ‘has already been 
considerably staggered and is quite 
certain to be staggered more and 
still more by the end of this year's 
campaign and the crisis of the next.

Teutons Will Not Accept Defeat 
Without Expending All 
Their Fury 


The prospect of falling from the 
clouds, whence all the kingdoms of 
the earth lay at the nation’s feet, into 
a vast camp of internment, is enough 
to fire the most sluggish citizen, It 
will nerve the arm of Germany, who 
in her own eyes is the super-nation; 
the chosen people of the “good old 
God”; nay, the spirit that brooding 
over the face of the world would 
have created it anew. Germany is 
force incarnated in a race, and there- 
fore force is right, and Germany 
above all peoples. That creed is at 
once a political tenct and a religious 
faith. It is not a direct emanation 
from Prussian militarism, it is a fruit 
of the union of Prussian militarism 
with the latter-day German philos- 
ophy and pedagogy. Schoolmasters 
inculcate it, Clergymen of all faiths 
preach it, historians study the annals 
of mankind in the light of it. Uni- 
versity professors expound it. States- 
men take it as the rule of their policy 
and the kaiser looks upon it as the 
object of his mission. In a word, it is 
the cement of German unity, the se- 
eret of German expansion, the main- 
spring of German enterprise and org- 
anization, Destroy that belief, last 
that hope, thrust that goal beyond 
the reach of the Teuton, and the vast 
structure raised by the combined ef- 
forts of generations will collapse. 
Riches, case, domination, will be 
snatched from the grasp that was 
closing on them. And that is the 
task which the Allies will have set 
themselves when they reject the 
coming peace proposals, To this the 
most terrible fate that ever befell a 
great nation, the Teutons will not re- 
sign themselves without gathering up 
all their strength and hurling it 
against the entente with the fury of 
despair—London Daily Telegraph. 


Russia’s Arctic Port

New Port of Murman Gives Russia 
a Great’ Advantage 


One of the great difficulties of the 
Allies in the past has been to secure 
for Russia ample supplies of muni- 
tions, Only two ports were avail- 
able for the importation of supplies. 
One of these, Archangel, is not only 
remote from the battlefront, but in 
addition is closed by ice during the 
winter, The other, Vladivostok, 
while usually ice-free, is a long dis- 
tance from the front. The activit 
on the eastern front, coupled with 
reports of the presence of German 
ubmarines in the Arctic region, 
shows that the enemy is alive to the 
tremendous advantages that Russia's 
new open port confers on Brusiloff's 
advancing armies, 

Russia now possesses in the port of 
Murman, on the Arctic Ocean, an ice- 
free harbor between the White Sea 
and the North Cape which will solve 
her most formidable problem; the 
equipment of her new armies and the 
continual flow of supplies from for- 
eign workshops. Owing to the mod- 
erating influence of the Gulf Stream, 
which is not felt at Archangel, the 
port of Murman, situated on the nor- 
thern coast of the Kola Peninsula, is 
never closed by ice. Wooden qnhays 
to accommodate three large steam- 
ers have been erected, and the well- 
sheltered harbor affords anchorage 
for forty large vessels. The railway 
linking Murman to Petrograd is nine 
hundred miles long, as compared 
with a haulage of six thousand miles 
on the Trans-Siberian Railway con- 
necting Petrograd and Vladivostok. 
The building of the Murman railway 
has been one of the notable achieve- 
ments of the war. The difficulties en- 
countered were very great. Much of 
the region through which the railway 
runs is practically uninhabited, There 
were no roads for the conveyance of 
materials and workinen, and in some 
places the survey led through ineavy 
granite deposits and primeval for- 
ests. Great tracts of bog also added 
to the problems of construction. 
Over hundreds of miles the track is 
laid on piles, Already the line is vir- 
tually completed for the conveyance 
of munitions, and before the end of 
the year it will be open for general 
traffic.

The Navy That Preserved the Lib- 
erty of the World 

Prince Henry, brother to the kai- 

ser, is quoted as saying that there 

have been no idle moments for the 

German fleet and that the visitor 

to Wilhelmshaven would be surpris- 


ed to know the advances that have 
been made in the strength of the 
German navy, We are reasonably 
sure, however, that whatever the 


pace set in cotistruction in German 
shipyards, that pace has been excel- 
led in British shipyards. We have 
seen the best that Germany can do 
on land outmatched by the efforts 
of the British gunmakers; we have 
seen Germany overreached in aerial 
conflict; and the naval battle off 
Skager Rak suggested that British 
warships such as the Warspite were 
more than equal to the strength of 
Germany's great battleships, There 
is, of course, the single test by 
which the relative position on the 
high seas may always be proved, 
namely, that the British navy holds 
undisputed possession, and that the 
German fleet continues a close pri- 


soner in the North Sea. What this 
has meant to the allied powers, as 
well as to the defense of British lib- 


erty, is well stated in La Petit Jour- 
nal, of Paris, France, which says: 

“Let no Frenchman deceive him- 
self in this matter, If the struggle 
had been between France and Rus- 
sia on the one side and Germany and 
her allies on the other, the German 
attack would have been a success, It 
is useless to cherish fantacisins 
when facts are there. Without Great 
Britain our ports were practically at 
the mercy of the enemy; our over- 
seas communications practically cut 
off. Germany had made no mistake 
on that point, And if she now hates 
the British it is because she sees in 
them the direct cause of ther ap- 
proaching downfall, She declared 
war only because she counted upon 
the: non-participation of Great Brit- 
ain. She had worked for years to 
assure herself of this, had been prodi- 
gal in her advances to Great Britain, 
and when the moment came that she 
plunged Europe in the abyss in which 
it is now being ruined and exhausted, 
she thought herself assured that she 
had succeeded.”

Livestock Shipping 


Marketing of Livestock Through Co- 
operative Livestock Shipping 
* Associations 
It is doubtful if any branch of 
farm marketing has been carried on 
with a smaller capital investment than 
the marketing of livestock — through 
co-operative livestock shipping asso- 
ciations. In Minnesota these associ- 


ations are doing an annual business 
of approximately $18,000,000, with a 


saving of $50 to $60 per carload, and 
in many cases very much more, All 
this is accomplished with scarcely a 
dollar of capital, There are now 
something over 300 shipping associa- 


tions in Minnesota, a very large 
ber in Wisconsin, North akota, 
Montana, lowa, Nebraska, and other 
statestare getting well into the move- 
ment. The stock shipped from most 
of Minnesota, from North Dakota, 
and from part of Wisconsin is mar- 
the university of Minnesota showing 
that the average amount of stock sold 
in a year was $71,875. These associa- 
tions contain from 50 to 1,000 or 
more members, the most of them run 
from 100 to 200, The average am- 
ount Of business done by them runs 
around fifteen to twenty 
year, 

The first co-operative 
shipping association’in the United 
States is said to’ have started at 
Litchfield, Minnesota, in 1908, The 
prime mover in this was H. L, Hal- 
verson, who has been its 
ever since, Its immediate success 
gave the start and has proven inval- 
table as a guide to many other new

Germany Loses All Its Toy Trade 

Perhaps no single industry in Ger- 
many has suffered so disastrously 
from-the war as that of to making, 
In the last peace year Germany's 
output aggregated 140,000,000 marks 
($35,000,000), of which more than 
$25,000,000 “ was export. Since _ the 
war this figure has dropped nearly 
two-thirds, other countrics having 
taken up the industry. Such neutral

It is said that 1,500_kinds of Ger- 
man toys are now being made in 
England and are being sold at the 
same prices as the original articles, 
In France the trade is being pushed 
rapidly, and one factory alone has 
elready made over $1,000,000 worth 
of dolls, A French bank has been 
specially organized to promote the 
interests of the toy trade. The Jap- 
anese competition, too, is greatly 
feared, especially in the - American 
market.

Boy Scout Notes 


Thiepval a Region of Subterranean] The Gallant Scout Who Became a 


Passages 


Thiepval, fortified by the Germans 
like a veritable Metz, now in British 
hands, has been the subject of many 
reports and not a few legends since 
the war began, It has been described 
as the location of many secret gun 
emplacements, erected before the war 
began, underneath fartns and semi- 
mansions, ; 

The owner of one chateau was 
alleged to have German blood in his 
veins, and to have transformed his 
property before the war into a for- 
tress with hundreds of tons of ce- 
ment, gun platforms, and subterran- 
ean passages and depots holding huge 
stocks of shells. 

Krupp was mixed up in these stor- 
ies, which were seasoned with — the 
inevitable mysterious automobiles 
and night meetings in the park, It 
is almost unnecessary to say that all 
these reports are mere product of ex- 
cited imagination without a shadow 
of foundation, 

The chateau, built in 1725, belonged 
to a well-known family of the district, 
the de Breda, In 1912 Comte Jacques 
de Breda sold the place to a Paris 
engineer, M. Henri Portier, of the 
Ecole Centrale, officer of the Legion 
of Honor, and a retired officer of the 
French army. . 

M. Portier had a good many alter- 
ations made in his new property -- 
only French workmen from Paris 
were employed—and it was not untill 
June, 1914, that he and his family 
took up their residence in the Cha- 
teau de Thiepval, from which they 
escaped ‘on Atgust 27, 1914, at 5 
o'clock in the morning, just as the 
Uhlans entered the village. 

It scems, however, that a German 
general who came to inspect the cha- 
teau immediately afterwards express- 
ed his surprise at the limited extent 
of cellars, and insisted that there 
must be others. 

A writer in the “Gaulois,” who 
says he knows very thoroughly the 
whole region of the Somme, explains 
that local legends refer to the exist- 
ence in former times of great extents 
of subterrancan passages in the 
{region of Thiepval. 

According to the legend these sub- 
terranean passages, which led from 
the ruins of an old feudal castle to the 
marshes of Beaucourt, were blocke 

up two or three centuries ago it or- 


der to prevent the village children 
from losing themselves in the laby- 
rinths, 

It seems not impossible that some 
such passages still exist beneath the 
chateau and park, and that the Ger- 
mans knew of them, 

What is bevond question, however, 
is that in the whole region, from 
Doullens to Bray, Combles and Al- 
hert, traces can be found of immense 
caves and fissures hewn in the chalk 
by prehistoric rivers, whose courses 
can still be traced by geologists. 


General Brusi'off — 


Whimsical Stories Regarding 
+Celebrated Russian General 


An achievement so brilliant as that 
of General Brusiloff, like a sudden 
splendor of dawn from. the midst o- 
darkness, inevitably arouses an eager 
desire to know something of him; 
and, in the absence of knowledge, 
ives birth to all kinds of fancies and 
imaginings. One of the best news- 
papers in New York printed a day 
or two after the beginning of his 
great offensive, » charming and whim- 
sical article, alleging that about the 
unknown personality of the Russian 
General were already gathering all 
the stories of military prowess that 
had served for Alexander, for Caesar, 
for Napoleon; he was fast becoming 
a Solar Myth. 

And we have had since then a curi- 
ously detailed story that Brusiloff is 
only a nom de guerre; that the victor 
on the eastern battle line is really the 
ill-starred Sir Hector Macdonald re- 
divivus, come back to repeat the 
triumph of Omdurman. And, in pass- 
ings one may note that this legend of 
a miraculous return wreathes itself 
about every dominant personality, not 
only the spiritual heroes like Guat- 
ama and Zoroaster, but the men cf 
war, like Friedrich Barbarossa, asleep 
in the Kyffhauser, Shivaji of the Mah- 
ratta hills, and now, for the second 
time, about the fine soldier who for- 
feited the renown won in the Sudan, 
So insistent is the sense of immor- 
tality aroused by genius and power. 

On one of the country. roads just 
outside Lublin, a little chap, a genu- 
ine little Pole, came trotting along 
the road on an old nag. The boy's 
knees were pulled up alinost to his 
chin, .General Brusiloff, standing in 
the middle of the road, cried “Halt!” 
as though the boy had been a squad- 
ron of dragoons, The terrified young- 
ster pulled up short. Then the corns 
commander stepped to the side of the 
old horse and lengthened first one 
stirrup-leather and then the other, 
and put the boy's feet back into the 
stirrups. Then, starting him once 
more on his way, he commented 
whimsically; “They would quote that 
as an instance of the Russian oppres- 
sion of the Poles!” It was, by the 
way, one of his griefs that all his ef- 
forts had won almost no cordial res- 
ponse from the Poles of Lublin; they 
remained icily aloof, in_ spite of his 
kindliest overtures. — Charles John-

National Hero 


The Boy Scout movement in Mon- 
treal has enlisted the sympathy of the 
Protestant School Cofnmission. Not 
only have the members of the Com- 
mission spoken in highest terms of 
the movement, but at a recent meet- 
Ing the Board decided to give the 
officers of the Boy Scouts’ Associa- 
tion the use of one, of. the schools, 
and also to co-operate with them if 
the matter of equipment. 

The chairman of the School Com- 
mission, Dr, Herbert Symonds, finds 
in the Boy Scout movement a sug- 

estion of the greatest possible value 
or a basis on which to build a na- 
tional service system in Canada after 
the war. Dr, Symonds has explained 
that his idea was not that this would 
be valuable in enabling Canadians at 
some future time to overcome some 
other country, or even simply to de- 
fend their own country, but that it 
would help to build up from within 
the spirit of discipline and the spirit 
of service, and an idea of order and 
helpfulness. People must be trained 
to discipline, not only to earn their 
own living, but to be of service to 
others, and the Boy Scout movement 
is the best means to that end at pre- 
sent. 

When Jack Cornwell, V.C., one of 
the heroes of the Jutland fight, paid 
the supreme sacrifice, England lost 
one of its finest Boy Scouts, One of 
the’stories his mother tells of him is 
that when he went away for his last 
leave he said: “When I come back 
again I'll have something on my arm, 
even if it's only a gun shot wound.” 
She added: “He did so want to get 
on.” oan 

It was Cornwell who, although 
mortally wounded, stayed at his post 
all through the action of the Chester 
because he thought he might be want- 


ed. This is characteristic of the at-| 


titude of the average Boy Scout. His 
high idea of service and duty, gained 
through his connection with the Boy 
Scout movement leads him to do great 
things. The genesis of what may be 
called the Cornwell cult, now firmly 
established and blossoming into all 
sorts of memorials, local and nation- 
al, was three or four sentences in Ad- 
miral Jellicoe’s report, the most hu- 
man in that thorny document. They 
told how the boy stood by his post 
throughout the fierce battle, although 


he had been previously mortally 
wounded, Before the dispatch came 
out, Gornwell had been brought 


home, his death quite unknown to 
anyone outside a few East Ham 
streets, and his body was obscurely 
buried in a poor grave. Then came 
fame with a rush, Committees got to 
work, the Admiralty took action, and 
the body was exhumed and reburied, 
and followed to the grave by one of 
the most extraordinary funeral pro- 
cessions ever seen in London, No 
famous field marshall ever had such 
a concourse ona day of public fun- 
eral, or one which so blended local 
pride with national enthusiasm, and 
no great man in English history is 
more sure of English immortality. 

A letter recently published in the 
Kansas City times, written by an old 
veteran, and having reference to ser- 
vices rendered by Boy Scouts at a re- 
cent rally of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, shows very clearly that the 
“good turns” rendered by the Scouts 
were done rather with the idea of 
helping the veterans than of being 
jnoticed by outsiders. This is the very 
spirit which is manifest with good 
Scouts in every part of the globe, 
The old veteran wrote; “I believe 
they have somewhere special crowns 
of glory laid up for the Boy Scouts. 
1 never in all my life saw such fine 
lads as those who have looked after 
us old soldiers in Kansas City, 
never had any boys of my own, and 
when one of the Scouts met me at the 
train fhe other day, took my teles- 
cope grip, put his arm through mine 
and helped me upstairs, well its no 
wonder. that there were big tears 
crawling down my checks, I was 
thinking that my own son or my 
grandson might have treated me that 
way.”

Elementary education should be 
supplemented by secondary/ educa- 
tion. The high school graduate of 
the future, if te is to spend his life 
on the farm, should be able to turn 
to account knowledge obtained at 
school. This cannot be done as our 
courses. of study now exist. Theory 
should give place to practice.

Alberta Has Large 
Coal Deposits 


Coal Mining Industry an Important 
Factor in the West 


Probably sixty per cent, of the 
coal deposits in the Dominion of 
Canada are to be found in the pro- 
lvince of Alberta, Alberta has coal 
in every part fronr the international 
{boundary north to Lake Athabasca. 

Government figures for 1913 (the 
latest compiled) showed that Alberta 
came second among the provinces 
for actual production—the total pro- 
duction being 4,144,377 tons, valued 
at the mine head at $9,462,836, This 
was considerably more than one- 
third the combined production of the 
remaining cight provinces of Canada, 

Why a larger tonnage is not pro- 
duced is because of labor scarcity 
and of comparative smallness of 
markets, To haul coal Jong distances 
is expensive, and at the present prac- 
tically all the output is used in the 
West. As the population of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan grows, one of the 
industries that will progress quickly 
will be coal mining.
